receive not the grace of God in vain." 


The speaker began by saying that we 


are all co laborers with Christ, and that 
ihis sentiment can be more strongly 
applied by the term, "partners with 
Christ." In many minds the notion of 
leaven and Deity are remote. 
God is 


placed away off in the distance. 
The 


ordinary mind can hardly adjust the 
distance, but it is there. "But," con- 
tinued the speaker, "there is a broader 
conception than this and opposed to 
the theory of the distance of the 
creator. It is the conception which 
brings God to the material world about 
us." A wholesome thought, is that of 
the fellowship of the creator with the 
created. It is a partnership which 
causes us to take Him into our hearts 
every day and every minute of our 
lives. Not on Sunday, merely, but each 
day of the seven 


There is a new spirit abroad in the 


world and logical argument can plainly 
show th'at there is a distinct fellowship 
or partnership of the individual with 
God. 


First, it is plainly evident that a 


fellowship exists, in man's subjugation 
of nature. 
We are commanded in 


Genesis to "subdue the earth." God 
has placed all things at our disposal as 
capital and we, as partner?, are to uti- 
lise every force and material. And 
how rapidly we are overcoming all 
all obstacles in the material world by 
the employment of the great agencies 
at our command' 
Man has almost 


eliminated pain from the world. 


Next, we are to be partners with God 


in beautifying the earth. There is an 
esthetical side to cur nature and it is 
an attribute to be cultivated. The man 
or woman who plants a tree, a beauti- 
ful flower or creaks an ornament out 
of his artistic brain, is fulfilling an in- 
stinct which is a part of his nature and 
which brings him into closer fellowship 
with God. 


God has also ordained a fellowship 


with man in the accumulation of wealth. 
Not the wealth which is ill gotten by 
fraud, but the wealth which follows 
honest toil. 
God is the silent partner 


of the farmer, of the miner and of the 
mechanic, just an much as he is of the 
tradesman and others who labor 


There is also the fellowship of God in 


the distribution of wealth. We are 
commanded to care well for our bodies 
—to eat, drink and be strong that we 
may care for the Master's business. We 
should not neglect our children or 
families. 
Now of this partnership 


there is a certain portion of the profit 
which belongs to God as His share in 
the investment. Some put it down as 
ouo tenth, but it is even more 
In thii 


connection may be mentioned the pro- 
digious waste of the world's wealth in 
liquor and tobacco. What an enormou 
loss this is to contemplate. 


In conclusion, we are not to com 


mune with God simply in the outwar 
forms of worship, but to embrace th
